This application contains tlie following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-2, drawn to a subcombination of a transfer mechanism for a blow 
molding machine wherein the special technical feature is a turntable, a circular guide 
rail, sliders, holding parts, swinging arms and slide linking parts. 

Group II, claim(s) 3-6, drawn to a subcombination of an inverting transfer mechanism of 
a blow molding machine wherein the special technical feature is a turntable, a cylindrical 
members that extend radially from the surface of the turntable, shaft members that 
extend through the cylindrical members, grippers, and a rotating cam mechanism. 

Group III, claim(s) 7-9, drawn to a subcombination of a mold opening/closing 
mechanism for a blow molding machine wherein the special technical feature is a 
turntable having a plurality of molds mounted at intervals on a fixed angle, a vertical 
moving shaft that rises and falls as the turntable rotates, a slider mechanism that moves 
perpendicular to an opening/closing direction as the vertical shaft rises and falls and a 
pair of operation arms that convert sliding movement of the slider to the opening/closing 
movement of the molds. 

Group IV, claim(s) 10-19, drawn to a blow molding machine wherein the special 
technical feature is the combination of a first circular transportation passage, a first 
transfer mechanism for changing the pitch of the preforms, an inverting mechanism, a 
second transfer mechanism, an arc-shaped transportation passage in the heating 
station, a third transfer mechanism, a blow station. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, III and IV do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each group 
has a different special technical feature as mentioned with the group lists. The 
combination does not require the particulars of any of the subcombinations.
